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3.S. Bach’s Brandenburg Concerto No. 5 tn 

D major BWV 1050, probably the last composed 
concerto in the set of six, was written 
during the winter of 1720-21 in Cothen. A 
brilliant work, it displays Bach's consummate 
mastery in its amalgamation of both conservative 
and fashionable stylistic elements of his 
time. Of the three soloists, violin, flute 
and harpsichord, the harpsichord is dominant, 
causing some scholars to consider this a 
harpsichord concerto. 


Dumbarton Oaks Concerto tn zP major for Chamber 
Orchestra was written in 1937 during Stravinsky's 
convalescence from tuberculosis. It was 
commissioned by Mr. and Mrs. Robert Woods 

Bliss of Dumbarton Oaks (an estate in Washington 
D.C. now known as a centre for Byzantine 
studies), on the occasion of their thirtieth 
wedding anniversary. "A little concerto 

in the style of the Brandenburg Concertos", 
Dumbarton Oaks belongs to Stravinsky's 
neo-Classical period with obvious neo-baroque- 
isms and classicisms. In fact, the opening 

is a straight lift from Bach's Third Brandenburg 
Concerto. Because of Stravinsky's illness, 

he was unable to conduct the first performance 
of Dumbarton Oaks in 1938. It was conducted 

by Nadia Boulanger. 


Mozart's Symphony Wo. 38 in D major, (K.504) 
was written in 1786, a full three years after 
its predecessor, the Linz Symphony. Known as 
the Prague Symphony because of its premiere 
there in 1787, the symphony was probably 
intended for a concert in Vienna. The 

Prague Symphony was composed between two ot 
Mozart's most popular opera, The Marrtage of. 
Figaro, and Don Gtovannt, and many Similarities 
can be noted in the three works. For example, 
the symphony's complex and profound first 
movement foreshadows the dramatic tension of 
Don Gtovanni, while the light Finale recalls 
the second act duet between Susanna and Cher- 
ubino in The Marrtage of Figaro.
